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Vearse Farm project moves forward 


CONTROVERSIAL proposals for a major 
new housing development on the edge of 
Bridport have moved a step closer to reality, 
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after a senior government official rubber- 
stamped blueprint plans for the future of West 
Dorset. 


An independent inspector has now given the district 
council’s Local Plan document the seal of approval - 
a move that potentially clears the way for almost 800 
new homes to be built at Vearse Farm. 

Paul Cry sell, the government inspector tasked with 
examining the council’s future development strategy, 
described Vearse Farm as a “crucial element” in the 
plan. 

Subject to final approval this autumn, the Local Plan

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will include the land as a potential development site, 
with Hallam Land Management poised to submit an 
application for planning permission. 

Initial sketches have outlined plans for a total of 760 
houses to be built on around 70 hectares of land cur¬ 
rently designated as an area of outstanding natural 
beauty. 

Indications are that the Vearse Farm development 
will include a mix of residential properties, as well as 
a school and substantial space for business units. 

Despite objections from local campaigners, Mr Cry- 
sell found the district council’s Local Plan to be sound 
and supported its proposals to make the land at Vearse 
Farm available for development. 

Neither did he object to allowing some new homes 
to be built on the St Michael’s Trading Estate as part 
of a long-term regeneration scheme. 

Commenting on the viability of development at 
Vearse Farm, Mr Cry sell said: “It is clear to me that 
the councils are well aware of the importance of pro¬ 
tecting designated landscape but face the difficult

She has also lived in lots of places, including 
London, Melbourne, Sydney, Perth, Los Ange¬ 
les and New York, but is now happily settled 
and working to create an exemplary local food 
system for small producers and the community. 


• TELL us about your love of locally sourced food... 

There are many reasons - personal, cultural, physical, 
economical and, simply, because it tastes best. Having 
spent a lot of time in Australia and coastal California, 
I've always loved having access to and eating fresh, 
healthy food and food politics and nutrition are life¬ 
long interests. Bridport has all the elements required 
for an ideal food system - i.e. top quality, local growers, 
producers and farmers plus community and business 
support for them. It's inspired me since I first moved 
here. We already know how lucky we are and I'd like to 
make our food system even better. 

• WHAT about the report you produced for Com¬ 
munities Living Sustainably (CLS)? 

The report resulted from a series of face-to-face inter¬ 
views with Bridport catering businesses about their 
food sourcing habits; also seasonality, waste manage¬ 
ment and environmental impact.The process provided 
many valuable insights into Bridport's local food sys¬ 
tem - particularly how and where it can be improved. 

• IN the report you talk about working with super¬ 
markets? 

When I see a problem or a lack, I automatically start 
searching for ways to solve the problem or fill the gap. 
It's the way my brain and character work. One of the 
biggest obstacles to achieving a thriving,local food sys¬ 
tem and supporting our growers and farmers is our re¬ 
liance upon supermarkets. They're cheap and 
convenient so people become dependent upon them. 
Public awareness of the negatives of supermarkets is 
increasing and I'd like to work together with - rather 
than against - supermarkets to come up with proactive 
ways they can support the community around them. I 
also want to work to create local alternatives, which 
can compete both cost-wise and convenience-wise. I 
like win/win scenarios. 

• AS Bridport Food Festival co-ordinator what 
does your role entail? 

The role is varied and enjoyable. Along with some ad¬ 
ministrative work, it involves pulling together our best 
local producers (we work on a 15 mile radius, unless 
we find a gap) and showcasing the wonderful range 
and quality of food we produce. We had a brilliant fes¬ 
tival this year and I'm already excited for 2016. This year 
I wanted to focus a little more on health and education, 
so ensured more fresh and vegetarian food was avail¬ 
able and introduced the GYO Patch to show people 
how simple it is to grow their own fruit, salad and veg. 
This emphasis will be expanded upon next year. Also, 
I wanted to involve more of the younger, up-and-com¬ 
ing producers and vendors doing brilliant, innovative 
things with food. 



• WHY do you think that Bridport sources so much 
produce locally? 

Because we have the best quality food produced lo¬ 
cally! Truly, we're spoiled. From fruit and veg to ethi¬ 
cally-reared meats to cheeses to preserves to baked 
goods - it's all here. Businesses also have personal, 
often long-standing relationships with their suppliers 
and the benefits of this are myriad. Provenance and 
quality are assured. There is an impressive level of 
awareness and support for our local producers from 
Bridport's businesses and the community. 

• CLS are producing a food map for Bridport, 
could you tell us a bit about that? 

The Local Food Map provides an effective way to high¬ 
light the businesses in Bridport sourcing locally, re¬ 
sponsibly and sustainably. CLS's primary focus is 
sustainability and food plays an enormous role, we all 
have to eat. If people change their shopping and eat- 
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ing habits, the benefits ripple outward - locally in the 
community and, more broadly, reducing any negative 
impact on the environment as a whole. The map will 
guide people who are conscious of these issues where 
to eat and shop in town, including a local food shop¬ 
ping list, information about community food projects 
and some pointers about how we can improve our 
habits. An updated, more complete version will be pro¬ 
duced in spring 2016. 

• DO you think the people of Bridport and the sur¬ 
rounding areas know just how sustainable the food 
in Bridport is? 

Many do, many don't. I know people here love great 
food and it's much easier to appreciate where your 
food comes from when surrounded by farms and or¬ 
chards. Bridport is quite exceptional in both its bounty 
of fresh produce and its community's awareness. 
Something I'd like to avoid is preaching to the con¬ 
verted. Ideally, more attention would be given to those 
whose access to and awareness of the importance of 
local food and the health benefits of cooking from 
scratch, for example, is limited by lack of education, 
money, cultural habits and other factors. 

• AT your ultimate dinner party, what would you 
serve? 

The food would be Italian in style prepared by an ex¬ 
cellent cook using local ingredients. There would be 
chewy bread, Pugliese olives and Capreolus charcu- 
terie to start, with finest extra virgin olive oil and aged 
balsamic. Salad from Trill Farm (ideally with saffron 
seeds). Meat would be goat or venison, fish would be 
monkfish or seabass. Lovely, fresh local veg and lots of 
tomato and basil. Desserts would be tiramisu, gelato, 
lemon tart and something rich, dark and chocolatey. 
And to complete my ultimate dinner... the perfect cof¬ 
fee. Always.

Keith Hales, headteacher at 
Beaminster School, said: "At a 
time of great change in educa¬ 
tion it is essential that schools 
continue to provide the stabil¬ 
ity and direction that students 
require. 

"The number of high grades 
will ensure that students are 
able to progress onto their cho¬ 
sen careers. 

"They have been a great 
bunch of students and richly

problem of balancing 
such concerns with the 
need to provide homes 
and jobs to meet future 
needs. 

“In order to achieve 
this and adhere to sus¬ 
tainable development 
principles it is inevitable 
that some areas in the 
AONB will be affected.” 

He added: “On balance 
...I consider there are 
exceptional circum¬ 


stances to justify the 
identification of Vearse 
Farm in the Local Plan. 

“The scale of the pro¬ 
posed development af¬ 
fords opportunities to 
address some of the 
wider traffic issues in¬ 
cluding improvements to 
the Miles Cross junction 
while introducing new 
facilities of benefit to the 
town.” 

Pressure group AD- 
VEARSE, which cam¬ 
paigned for the site to be 
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removed from the Local 
Plan during examination 
hearings last year, ex¬ 
pressed “deep disap¬ 
pointment” at the 
inspector’s judgment and 
called for West Dorset 
District Council not to 
adopt the plan. 

A spokesman said: 
“This decision has noth¬ 
ing to do with the needs 
of Bridport and every¬ 
thing to do with meeting 
a fictional national hous¬ 
ing target. 

“We have warned that 
the development will 
create severe problems 
with traffic and parking 
in the town, and increase 
the threat of flooding. 

“The inspector has ac¬ 
knowledged these con¬ 
cerns but then states that 
exceptional circum¬ 
stances justify building 
in this area of outstand¬ 
ing natural beauty. What 
he has failed to do is ex¬ 
plain what these excep¬ 
tional circumstances 
are.” 

The plan sets out a 
long-term planning strat¬ 
egy for West Dorset up 
until 2031, including de¬ 
tailed policies and site 
proposals for housing, 
employment, leisure and 
infrastructure. 

It was submitted to the 
government for exami¬ 
nation in June 2013, fol¬ 
lowing several stages of 
public consultation. 


But campaigners say a 
more localised neigh¬ 
bourhood plan for the 
Bridport area should be 
in place before any deci¬ 
sions are made about 
Vearse Farm. 

The ADVEARSE 
spokesman added: “We 
strongly believe that 
local people should have 
the lead role in deciding 
how much development 
should take place, and 
where and when it 
should be built. 

“The government has 
talked up the concept of 
localism but this deci¬ 
sion is simply a victory 
for the developers and 
nothing to do with the 
needs and wishes of 
local people.” 

Councillor Ian Gard¬ 
ner, West Dorset District 
Council’s executive port¬ 
folio holder for planning, 
said: “The inspector’s re¬ 
port is a major step for¬ 
ward towards adoption 
of our new Local Plan. 

“Its adoption should 
provide everyone with a 
better understanding of 
where the new develop¬ 
ment, providing the 
homes and jobs our area 
need, is planned.” 

The plan will now go 
to the district council’s 
executive committee in 
October, where it is ex¬ 
pected to be adopted. A 
formal planning applica¬ 
tion for Vearse Farm is 
also anticipated.

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Broadband project now 
two-thirds complete 


THE organisation behind a 
multi-million-pound rollout of 
high-speed broadband across 
Dorset has announced that 
two-thirds of the ambitious 
project is now complete. 

Superfast Dorset, the partner¬ 
ship between central govern¬ 
ment, Dorset County Council 
and telecommunications 
provider BT, says more than 
55,000 households and busi¬ 
nesses are now able to connect 
to the service. 

By the end of 2017, the tech¬ 
nology will be available to a 
total of 90,000 properties. 

Large swathes of the Bridport 
area are now up to speed, with 
access to the superfast service. 

Several of the surrounding 
communities, including 
Beaminster, are due to be con¬ 
nected this year. 

Askerswell is one of the few 
communities within the Brid¬ 
port area where there are cur¬ 
rently “no plans for fibre 
broadband”. 

Digital Economy Minister Ed 
Vaizey paid tribute to the Su¬ 
perfast Dorset programme. 

“We are transforming the dig¬

perfast broadband has now 
reached an additional three 
million UK homes and busi¬ 
nesses,” he said. 

“I congratulate Superfast 
Dorset on having reached more 
than 55,000 properties in 
Dorset so far — they’re mak¬ 
ing incredible progress.” 

If there is higher than ex¬ 
pected take up of the technol¬ 
ogy by local households and 
businesses, then BT will make 
more funding available to 
allow Superfast Dorset to roll¬ 
out fibre broadband even fur¬ 
ther.

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Tributes paid to crash victim 


THE family of the man who tragi¬ 
cally died in a collision in Bridport 
have paid tribute to a "kind and 
considerate" man. 

Gerald Francis Quinn, a 75-year- 
old from Torquay, has been named 
as the driver of the orange Daewoo 
Matiz that was involved in a colli¬ 
sion with a white lorry earlier this 
month. 

Mr Quinn died at the scene and 
his family have released the follow¬ 
ing statement: "Gerald was a kind 
and considerate man who devoted 
30 years of his life as a secondary 
school French teacher in Torbay. 

"He was a committed Catholic 
who lost his wife to cancer in 1988, 
and his daughter tragically in 
France in 1999. 

"He will be much missed by his re¬ 
maining two children, three grand¬ 
children and wider family and 
friends." 


The fatal crash happened at 
around 5am on Tuesday, August 4th 
on Sea Road South. 

The lorry was travelling towards 
The Crown roundabout and the 
driver, a 46-year-old man from Der¬ 
byshire, was uninjured but treated 
for shock. 

The road was closed throughout 
the morning and reopened during 
the afternoon. 

Police Sergeant Dave Stroud, of 
Dorset Police's traffic unit, said the 
car was heading in the opposite di¬ 
rection to the lorry when they col¬ 
lided, and is appealing for witnesses 
or anyone with information to 
come forward and call Dorset Police 
on 101 quoting incident number 
4:44.

Burial site goes back to Bronze Age 


ARCHAEOLOGISTS 
investigating an an¬ 
cient burial site discov¬ 
ered near Bridport have 
dated the remains back 
to the Bronze Age. 

Experts stumbled 
upon the site two years 
ago and have been 
working to establish its 
significance. 

The remains of three 
people aged between 
18 and 25 were uncov¬ 
ered at the site, in Long 
Bredy, in July 2013. 

And after hours of 
painstaking analysis, 
archaeologists have 
now determined that 
the bodies can be dated 
back to between 800 
and 600 BC. 

Martin Pap worth, an 
archaeologist working 
with the National Trust 
to examine the site, 


said no other burial 
from this period had 
ever been discovered in 
Dorset. 

“It’s a very signifi¬ 
cant find from a period 
with little evidence for 
the disposal of the 
dead,” he said. 

“It’s an important 
window into the past - 
the first clues of the 
people who lived in 
Dorset at that time.” 

Archaeological sites 
in West Dorset are 
often buried so deeply 
that they are rarely un¬ 
earthed - unless by ac¬ 
cident. 

Fortunately, National 
Trust experts who were 
following routine 
drainage and sewage 
works at Golly Knapp 
- a 17th century cot¬ 
tage in the village - 


were able to step in and 
call a halt to the dig¬ 
ging when the site was 
inadvertently discov¬ 
ered. 

The ancient grave, 
which turned out to 
contain the remains of 
three people found in a 
crouched position, was 
then carefully exca¬ 
vated with several 
bones removed for de¬ 
tailed analysis. 

Archaeologists work¬ 
ing on the site have 
now been able to trace 
the remains back 
through the centuries 
using radiocarbon dat¬ 
ing, placing the bodies 
somewhere between 
the Bronze and Iron 
ages. 

Mr Pap worth added: 
“The archaeology of 
this field is now signif¬ 


icant, although before 
the trench was put in 
there was nothing to 
show us that it had any 
archaeology at all. 

“We removed some 
bone fragments for 
testing but the remain¬ 
der of the three bodies 
we saw have remained 
in situ. 

“The remains are of 
three teenagers or 
young adults - all from 
around the period when 
the first iron was being 
used in this country. No 
other burials in Dorset 
have been identified 
from this time. 

“In the landscape 
there are few monu¬ 
ments from 2,800 years 
ago. It’s long after the 
round burial mounds 
but before the great 
Dorset hillforts were 


being constructed. 

“Somewhere buried 
nearby there should be 
evidence for the en¬ 
closed settlement of 
round houses where the 
young people once 
lived.”

Retirement flats refused permission 


PLANS to build a block of retirement flats in Brid¬ 
port town centre have been turned down by West 
Dorset District Council, writes LOTTIE WELCH. 

Planning officers refused permission for the ap¬ 
plication, which was submitted by Churchill Re¬ 
tirement Living earlier this year. 

The developer had sought to turn Bridport's for¬ 
mer magistrates'court on Rax Lane - which is in¬ 
side the Bridport conservation area - into 26 
retirement flats, comprising 18 one-bed and eight 
two-bed properties. 

But the application received 18 letters of objec¬ 
tion from local residents and campaigners, with 
many arguing the need for affordable housing for 
young people and families in the town. 

The application was refused last week on the 
grounds of height and its impact on surrounding 
buildings. Planners also highlighted poor living 
conditions for future residents, loss of trees and 


loss of privacy to nearby homes. 

The decision notice published by West Dorset 
District Council said: "The large building has in¬ 
sufficient regard to the style and quality of the sur¬ 
rounding heritage assets and adversely affects the 
visual amenities of the town scape. 

"The development by reason of its height and 
proposed fenestration on the northern elevation 
would result in a loss of privacy to the occupiers 
of 5 Garden Close and The Garden House. 

"The development by reason of the poor design 
and internal layout results in poor living condi¬ 
tions for future occupiers with insufficient day¬ 
light in living rooms. 

"With regards to the proposed affordable hous¬ 
ing element, there is currently no mechanism in 
place through a suitably worded legal agreement 
to secure the provision of the financial contribu¬ 
tion for off-site affordable housing."

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Radiotherapy closer by 2017 


CANCER patients in Bridport will be able to access 
specialist radiotherapy treatment at Dorset County 
Hospital by the end of 2017, health bosses have an¬ 
nounced. 

A £7 million radiotherapy centre will be built at 
the hospital in Dorchester, bringing key facilities 
much closer to Bridport. 

Patients from across West Dorset previously faced 
an 80-mile round trip to Poole for the specialist 
treatment but the major investment will enable eas¬ 
ier access for many patients. 

David Tett, a trustee at the Dorset County Hospital 
NHS Foundation Trust and a former mayor of Brid¬ 
port, said the announcement would be welcome 
news for patients across West Dorset. 

“Like chemotherapy, radiotherapy is a most vital 
treatment for the cancer sufferer,” he said. 

“Travelling to Poole, for some patients, can be 
very taxing and most stressful. This does not help 
in the recovery from the dreaded disease. 

“Whilst the former service is now available in 
Bridport for patients living in the west of the county, 
it will not be before 2017, when the radiography unit 
will be centred on the site of the Dorset County Hos¬ 
pital - it cannot come quickly enough.” 

As well as ending the need for West Dorset pa¬ 
tients to travel to Poole, the new treatment centre 
will also free up capacity at Poole Hospital to treat 
more cancer patients from the rest of the county. 

The state-of-the-art facility will be electronically

assess patient needs, plan their care and treatment. • 
Dr Tamas Hickish, clinical director for oncology * 
and cancer services at the hospital, said: “Specialist • 
radiotherapy treatment should be given to around • 
half of those patients with cancer and its use is ex- * 
panding. • 

“By locating the replacement alongside a new * 
linac [a specialst radiotherapy machine] in Dorch- • 
ester, we are expanding capacity and implementing • 
a solution which will bring huge benefits to cancer * 
patients in Dorset, especially those in the west of the _ 
region. 

“This plan also provides capacity in Poole to re¬ 
place its older linacs with new machines, without 
having to lose radiotherapy capacity.” 

Patricia Miller, chief executive of Dorset County 
Hospital, added: “We are delighted to be working 
with Poole Hospital and the Dorset Cancer Centre 
on this project, which will benefit many patients. 

“This is an exciting expansion of our capability lo¬ 
cally and I am sure everyone connected with the 
hospital will be thrilled that specialist radiotherapy 
treatment will be available in Dorchester.” 

It is anticipated that patients will be able to benefit 
from facilities at the new centre by late 2017.

Thomas Newman, 25, said he was “very proud 
and honoured” to have reached the end of the gru¬ 
elling 44-week course, which examined all aspects 
of his physical and mental aptitude.

Tom, who had not considered a military career be¬ 
fore graduating from university in 2012, received 
his commission at the Sovereign’s Parade in front 
of proud family members earlier this month. 

The Queen’s representative, Air Chief Marshall

Having completed the rigorous selection process 
in 2013, Tom worked on improving his strength and 
general fitness before arriving at Sandhurst as an 
officer cadet last autumn. 

“There is no year like the one I have just spent 
training at Sandhurst to earn my commission,” he 
said. 

“I have made the most unique and binding friend¬ 
ships during this time. Weeks of exercises in the bit¬ 
ter cold and wet of the Brecon Beacons and 
trench-digging in Norfolk pushed us all to the 
limit - it was physically exhausting completing 
many of the tasks, often with little rest or sleep.” 

Tom gained a degree in Philosophy and Theology 
from Heythrop College, University of London, and 
applied to train as an officer at the Army Recruit¬ 
ment Office in the summer of 2012. 

There was no military pedigree in his immediate 
family when he signed up, though several relatives 
had served in the First and Second World Wars.

“But there is nothing that can prepare you for the 
first five weeks when we were confined to barracks 
and regularly worked 18-hour days, not including 
preparation work for the following day’s training. 

“It was a tough introduction to the army culture 
but it taught us all so much. 

“After the initial shock I grew to love my new life 
and the sometimes daunting challenges placed be¬ 
fore me. All were overcome with determination, 
and the teamwork and comradeship Sandhurst 
builds.” 

Tom said he was looking forward to a few weeks 
of leave before moving on to join the Royal Logis¬ 
tics Corps in Gloucestershire.

Forty officers deployed in rural crime round-up

SPECIAL constables have targeted rural criminals in a two- 
day sweep across West Dorset. 

A team of 40 officers worked with the Wiltshire and 
Hampshire constabularies during the cross-border patrols 
earlier this month. 

Villages around Bridport were among those monitored 
as part of the 48-hour operation, which covered 1,400 
square miles on Saturday August 8th and Sunday August 
9th. 

The programme aimed to patrol communities which had 
previously been targeted by criminals committing burgla¬ 
ries, thefts and other common rural crimes. Several stop 
checks were also made on vehicles over the course of the 
weekend. 

One vehicle was seized in the Bridport area after the 


driver was found to have no insurance. 

Special Inspector Ben Muspratt, of Dorset Police, said: 
"This is the fifth operation of its kind, which has been led 
by the Special Constabulary. We are continuing to develop 
this operation to target those who commit rural crime 
across all counties involved. 

"It is very clear that this high visibility operation has had 
a positive impact on the community. It has demonstrated 
to residents that all three forces are committed to tackling 
rural crime. We want to send out a very clear message to 
criminals that we will not tolerate such activity."

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Kinetics - the moving 
theatre piece causing a stir 

A thought-provoking new play debuts in Dorchester this 
autumn, supported by Dorchester Arts and Parkinson's UK 


DORCHESTER ARTS is delighted to work with Sue 
Wylie of Wildcard Productions in co-commissioning 
her exciting new play, Kinetics. Based on a true 
story, this much-anticipated new theatre piece ex¬ 
plores an unlikely friendship between a teenage 
boy who is into free running (Parkour) and a mid¬ 
dle-aged woman who has early onset Parkinson's. 

They bond through a common ground - the de¬ 
sire to move. 

Sue Wylie has performed in many national as well 
local theatre productions, including her own pro¬ 
duction of the sell out show Daisy Pulls It Off at 
Dorchester Arts performed in April of this year. 

This inspiring project marks a new phase in her 
theatrical career by not only producing and per¬ 
forming, but script writing as well. Sue explains fur¬ 
ther,'Four years ago shortly after my 50th birthday, 
I was diagnosed with Parkinson's. After the initial 
shock I knew I wanted to write about it. As a profes¬ 
sional actress I know how communication through 
a script is a powerful tool.' 

'I was teaching drama at a college at the time and 
discovered a 16-year-old student in my tutor group 
was free running on the school roof! The exhilara¬ 
tion was his release and I was intrigued by the risks 



he took in his addiction to this extreme sport, 
known as Parkour. How interesting to contrast that 
with a middle-aged woman whose world of move¬ 
ment is slowly becoming eroded. What if their paths 
should accidentally cross and an unlikely friendship 
form? I knew there was a play script in there and 
thus'Kinetics'was born.' 

The first workshop performance of the play was 
held in June and was incredibly well received. The 
unique approach to a potentially dark and difficult 
subject matter has already drawn the attention of 
many people and organisations including the local 
Parkinson's UK support group. 

So much so, Barrie Taylor-Hain, Chairman of the 
Weymouth & Dorchester branch has pledged 
£1,500 in support of the play and its future devel¬ 
opment as a touring production. Barrie adds,'After 
I listened to the read through of the play, I found it 
to be very true of the way that people react when 
they are first diagnosed. It goes into great detail of 
the feelings of a person with Parkinson's, and shows 
awareness of the way in which other people can 
help them to overcome the initial shock and denial 
and help them lead a full and happy life.' 

MarkTattersall, Artistic Director at Dorchester Arts 
is excited to help develop new theatre that chal¬ 
lenges and inspires,'We are committed to support¬ 
ing and promoting local drama in whichever way 
we can. When Sue Wylie asked for help with devel¬ 
oping and producing her new play we didn't hesi¬ 
tate for a moment - it's a superb piece of writing, 
tackling an important and fascinating subject with 
humour, elegance and emotion, and we believe it 
has a big future.' 

Sue is already in talks with other venues across 
Dorset to perform the piece this autumn, and aims 
to bring it to Edinburgh Fringe Festival in 2016. 

In celebration of this exciting new play Dorchester 
Arts has also joined forces with Jackson Turner at 
Train Hard who will offer free Parkour workshops for 
anyone aged 6+ at the new Dorchester Parkour Park 
on the day of the performance. More details and 
booking for both events can be found the Dorch¬ 
ester Arts website.

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Recognise early danger signs in senior 
drivers, GEM urges family members 


ROAD SAFETY and breakdown 
cover specialist GEM Motoring As¬ 
sist is encouraging family mem¬ 
bers to be wise to the early signs 
of unsafe driving in their senior 
relatives. 

There are more than four million 
drivers aged over 70 in the UK. 
Many are still driving in their 90s, 
and nearly 200 centenarians still 
hold licences. 

GEM chief executive David 
Williams MBE comments: "We 
want as many people as possible 
to enjoy the freedom of the open 
road for as long as possible, but 
only while they are safe. 

"Warning signs relating to failing 
health or reduced ability can de¬ 
velop slowly and gradually in 
older drivers. This often means 
they won't be aware of their 
changing actions or the growing 
risks they may pose - to them¬ 
selves and to others - on journeys. 

"The only requirement in law for 
any driver aged over 70 is to de¬ 
clare every three years that they 
are fit to drive. In the absence of 
re-testing and mandatory eye¬ 
sight checks, it's vital that family 
members and friends are willing 
to keep an eye on their senior rel¬ 
atives - and take appropriate ac¬ 
tion if anything causes them 
concern." 

GEM suggests the following 
signs that suggest a high risk of 
danger with a requirement for im¬ 
mediate action: 'Close calls' - or 
'oops factor' moments where a 
crash almost happens, dents and 
scrapes on the car as a result of 


hitting fences, posts or kerbs or 
traffic penalty tickets, such as 
speeding and red traffic light vio¬ 
lations. 

GEM also advises family mem¬ 
bers and friends to look out for the 
following common signs that 
could indicate an increase in the 
risks posed by a senior driver. 
Most are minor on their own, but 
can combine to present a signifi¬ 
cantly increased risk: Difficulty 
seeing traffic 
lights and road 
signs, reduced 
awareness of driv¬ 
ers coming from 
the side or the 
rear, not reacting 
to an approaching 
emergency siren, 
slow reaction 
when required to 
brake or alter di¬ 
rection suddenly, 
confusing the ac¬ 
celerator and 
brake pedals, er¬ 
ratic decision¬ 
making, getting 
flustered or angry 
over minor mat¬ 
ters, difficulty 
looking over 
shoulders to 
check before 
pulling out, miss¬ 
ing familiar exits 
or turnings, drift¬ 
ing in and out of 
lanes on motor¬ 
ways and dual car¬ 
riageways, failing 


to indicate correctly (or at all) & 
failing to cancel an indicator. 

"If you decide that there is good 
reason to be concerned about a 
senior relative, then try to have an 
informal, friendly chat. If your rel¬ 
ative is unwilling to have that con¬ 
versation, you could attempt to 
inform their GP, or all else fails, you 
could report them to the DVLA. 
You can do this anonymously if 
you wish,"says David Williams. 


"Safety has to be everyone's pri¬ 
ority, even if you risk upsetting 
someone close to you. The poten¬ 
tial consequences of not acting 
are ultimately much, much worse."

Lyme Regis Gig racing

LYME Regis Gig Club recently play host to 
the next round of the gig racing calendar. 

In a complete contrast to last year, this 
year's event was held under a blue sky with 
very little wind. 

An almost calm sea afforded some great 
racing conditions, although after the Ladies 
and Mens Supervets race had taken place, the 
increasing air temperatures together with lit¬ 
tle or no wind on the water, made the course 
considerably more demanding than usual.

Bridport Runners have launched a 
new beginners group for anyone 
wanting to start running, but who are 
lacking confidence and training.
